The D em ocratic M em bers Cannot 
Secure a C aucus Q uorum —Im ­ 
portant F ederal Reports.

SE N A TO R M IT C H E LL . 


H e W ill A sk C o n g ress for L ib era l A p p ro­ 
p r ia tio n s fo r O regon . 
W a s h in g to n , November 29th.—Senator 
M itchell has been busily engaged for the 
past two weeks in preparing measures 
which he intends to introduce and advo­ 
cate at the coming session of Congress, 
among which the following are some of the 
principa! points: Providing an appropria­ 
tion of at least $1,000,000 toward the con­ 
struction of a boat railway at The Dalles 
and Celilo Falls of the Columbia. 
H e will also introduce bills looking to 
further large appropriations for the contin­ 
uance of the work on the canal and tne 
cascades of the Columbia, and for contin­ 
uing the work on the jetties at the m outh 
of the Columbia, and for the im provem ent 
of the Columbia and W illamette between 
Portland and the sea; also for the improve­ 
m ent of the W illam ette between Portland 
and Oregon City, and also between Oregon 
City and Corvailis; also for continuing the 
Government work at the m outh of Y'aqui- 
m a and Coos Bay, the Coquille river and 
Um pqua river from H art’s Rapids to the 
sea; also for the im provem ent of Tilla­ 
m ook Bay and harbor; also for the im ­ 
provement of Suislaw river. 
He also contemplates an appropriation 
for cleaning out the Tualitin and Yam hill 
rivers. 
H e will push the boat railway en­ 
terprise by a special bill. Ail the others 
will necessarily be included in the riyer 
and harbor bill. 
H e will introduce and press the bill in­ 
troduced by him , and which passed the 
Senate at its last session, but waited in the 
House, to reim bnrse settlers and purchas­ 
ers on even-numbered sections of public 
land within the lim its of the Congressional 
grant in cases of forfeiture of the odd- 
numbered sections. 
H e will also introduce and press bills for 
the construction of five first order light­ 
houses on the Pacific Ocean. One at the 
m outh of the Coquille river, another at the 
m onth of Rogue river, another near New­ 
port at the entrance to Y aquina bay, all in 
Oregon. Eighty thousand dollars is to be 
appropriated for each. 
Also, $50,000 for the construction of a first- 
order lighthouse at the north head of Cape 
Disappointment, in the State of W ashing­ 
ton, near the m outh of the Columbia river. 
Also, $50,000 for a lighthouse on St. Ma­ 
ry ’s Island, Alaska. 
Also, for the establishm ent of four new 
life-saving stations—at the m outh of Sui­ 
slaw river, at the m outh of Rogue river, at 
the entrance of Coos bay and another at 
Port Oxford, all on the Orétroo coast. 
Also, a bill appropriating $85,000 for the 
construction of a new first-class lighthouse 
tender for use in the thirteenth lighthouse 
district, w ith heaquarters at Portland, Or. 
H e will also introduce and push a bill 
appropriating $125.000, for which he has 
already received the recommendation of 
the Treasury Department, for the construc­ 
tion of a revenue-m arine vessel for duty 
on the Oregon coast, with headquarters at 
Astoria, Or. 
He will also reintroduce his bill which 
passed the Senate at the last session, but 
failed in the House, appropriating $15,000 
for the construction of a w harf at Astoria, 
Oregon, for the use of the Lighthouse De­ 
partm ent. H e will also, in case the Depart­ 
m ent should finally refuse, introduce a 
bill, and urge its passage, compelling the 
Departm ent to re-establish and garrison 
Fort K lam ath, Oregon. 
He will also advocate an appropriation 
fora resurvev and relocation, and for the 
shortening and im provem ent of the m ili­ 
tary wagon road between Rogue river val- 
iey and Fort K lam ath, Oregon. Also, an 
appropriation for the rebuilding and m ain­ 
tenance of the m ilitary telegraph between 
A shland and Fort K lam ath and the K la­ 
m ath Indian Reservation. 
H e will also reintroduce his bill provid­ 
ing for the formation and admission into 
the Union of Idaho, and for other pur­ 
poses, which was reported favorably, with 
amendments, at the last session. 
H e will also introduce a bill enlarging 
the rights of homesteaders on public lauds, 
w hich will provide that when any person 
entitled under the existing law to a hom e­ 
stead of 160 acres, aDd for such purpose lo­ 
cates eighty acres of surveyed land, be 
shall be at liberty to have the right to ex­ 
tend the boundaries of his claim for any 
unsurveyed laud adjacent thereto to the 
extent of eighty additional acres. 
H e will also reintroduce his bill pension­ 
ing soldiers who served in the Indian wars. 
This bill extends pensions to all such sol­ 
diers who served thirty days or more in 
aDy Indian war in any' of the States or Ter­ 
ritories since the year 1844. 
H e will also introduce a bill for the re­ 
lief of citizens of the State of Oregon and 
late Territory of W ashington and the Ter­ 
ritory of 
Idaho who served with the 
United States troops in the war against the 
Nez Perce Indians, and for the relief of the 
heirs of such as were killed in such service. 
H e will introduce three bills, each of 
which will work to the extension of rail 
facilities, especially in the far West. 
He 
will also introduce his bill of last sessioD 
providing tor the reduction of letter post­ 
age to one cent per ounce, 8nd also a bill 
for an addional Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the Territory of Idaho. 
Also, a bill m aking appropriations for 
the paym ent of Indian depredation claims, 
allowed bv the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs and approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior, in pursuance of the existing 
law. 
Also, a special bill to pay the Oregon In ­ 
dian 
depredation 
claims, audited 
and 
allowed by the Commissioners, Hons. Geo. 
P. Ambrose, L. F. Groves and L. C. Gibbs. 
Also, a bill to promote the efficiency of 
the public service in the Inc ian Bureau. 
Also, a bill providing for the construction 
of a m ilitary telegraph between Cape Foul- 
weather, in Benton county, and Coos Bay, 
in Coos county, Oregon, via Y aquina bay, 
at the m outh of P.ogne river, and also an 
especial bill looking to the payment of per­ 
sons who suffered by Indian depredations 
by' the Rogue River Indians in 1853.1S55 
and 1856. 
Also, a bill to protect certain purchasers 
of lands from uie Northern Pacific R ail­ 
road Company. 
Also, a bill to authorize 
the Columbia River Bridge Company to 
construct and m aintain a bridge actoss the 
C-alumbia river, and to establish it as a 
post road. 
Also, a bill providing for the construc­ 
tion oi a public building at Dalla-, Oregon, 
for the use of the U nited States Postcffice 
and Land Office. Also, a bill authorizing 
the safe of a portion of the Um atilla In ­ 
dian Reservation to the city of Pendleton, 
State.of Oregon for the purposes of a ceme- 
terv. 
H e will also reintroduce his joint resolu­ 
tion of last session, proposing an am end­ 
m ent to the Constitution of the United 
States, providing for the election of United 
States Senators by the votes of the people 
of the States instead of by Legislatures. 
Also a bill to ratify the treaty recently 
m ade with the Cteur d'Alene Indians in 
the Territory of Idaho for the purpose of 
throwing opens ’arg? area of their reserva­ 
tion including water, tim ber and m ining 
lands. 
Also a bill to m ake perfect and extend 
the existing legislation providing for the 
absolnte exclusion from the United States 
of Chinese laborers. 
Mr. Mitchell insists that nothing short of 


the 
iron-clad 
provisions 
of 
the 
bill 
originally introduced will put an end 
to the evil of Chinese imm igration to 
this country. 
Until all 
the principal 
features of his measures are incorporated 
into the existing Act the habeas corpus 
ruse 
and 
other 
means 
of 
entering 
the United States will, he insists, be open 
to Chinese laborers, who without lim it as 
to num ber may wish to come to this coun­ 
try. 
He will also reintroduce his bill to pro 
hibit objectionable foreign immigration 
generally, and to encourage desirable im ­ 
m igration and protect American labor. He 
will also introduce a bill and advocate an 
appropriation looking to the construction 
of navy yards and navy supply stations and 
docks on the Pacific Coast north of the 
forty-ninth pareliel, either at a point recom­ 
mended by the late Commission or at some 
other point, he had not yet determined 
which. 
Mr. Mitchell will also introduce a great 
num ber of private bills for the relief of citi­ 
zens in nearly every county in the State of 
Oregon. 
Aiso several amendm ents to the 
general tariff and coinage and currency 
bills. 
, 
He favors an increase of silver coinage. 
H e expects the lull and active co operation 
of his colleagues, Senator Dolph and Rep­ 
resentative Herm an, and his assurances to 
that effect from them in support of all the 
foregoing measures, m any ot which have 
heretofore been also introduced and ac­ 
knowledged by them . 
He aiso expects his 
colleague, Senator Dolph. to reintroduce 
his bill providing for the forfeiture of all 
the unused lands of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company between W allula and 
Portland, which has passed the Senate 
twice heretofore. 
Also, for the construction of a Postoffice 
building and a Customhouse building at 
Portland. 


W A N AM A K E R 'S R E P O R T . 


H e M akes M any S u g g estio n s—W h a t is 
N e ed ed . 


W a s h in g to n , November 29th.—Postm as­ 
ter-General W anamaker in his annual re­ 
port says : The Postmaster-General, with 
his advent into office and taking up the 
duties of the departm ent, finds that other 
new officers enter the field. The whole 
organization at the top is changed and the 
work falls into untrained hands. 
This constant change will continue, but 
from a business point of view thus to un­ 
settle the services cannot be beneficial to 
any department. 
The Postmaster-General’s First, Second 
and Third Assistants have too m uch work to 
attend to, and more officials are needed. A 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General is 
needed to be in direct charge of the railway 
mail, foreign m ail, m oney order office, 
registry and supplies division, and the dead 
letter office. 
A General Manager, one of the best edu­ 
cated postal men in the service, is also 
needed. 
A m an charged with the general 
m anagem ent of the service, whose con­ 
trolling m ind and firm grasp should re­ 
m ain, while the others come and go. 
Also a General Secretary, to 
whom 
should be referred all plans of improve­ 
ment. 
A m an whose business capacity 
and authority would bring about reforms 
at ouce, without the usual delay, some­ 
times of months, existing under the pres­ 
ent cumbeisome and antiquated methods 
of the proposed limited post and telegraph 
service, which 
the 
Postmaster-General 
hoped to have outlined. In this report for 
Congress to consider he says : 
“T hegreat propriety and advantage of the 
United Service cannot be questioned from 
a point ot convenience and economy to the 
people. 
There is no reason whatever 
why night messages ot telegraph com­ 
panies should not be delivered as postal 
m atter by the first m orning delivery car­ 
riers. 
“This is a proper postoffice business, and 
would add to the profits of the department. 
“The vast Detwork of wires covering the 
country, could easily reach m any of the 
village postoffices and benefit more people 
than by stopping at railroad stations which 
are often a m ile or more distant from 
where the people live. 
The experiment 
could be easily and quickly made to ascer­ 
tain whether the demand for cheaper tele­ 
graphic service exists, as is claimed. 
It 
could be done without any outlay of money 
by the Government, and with no inter­ 
ference with existing telegraph interesta, 
inasmuch as it would create, as stated, an 
increase of business.” 
He asks for legislation to bring about the 
establishm ent of such limited post and 
telegraph service. 
Of the Sunday mail service the Post­ 
master-General says he will make use of 
proper means tendiDg toward the m ini­ 
mizing of postoffice work on Sunday, be­ 
cause be believes the Government should 
as far as possible make no requirements 
which will prohibit its employes from en­ 
joying a day of rest. 
The Postmaster-Geceral does not favor 
the extension of the parcel post Bystem. 
All postoffice buildings are overcrowded, 
and could not make space for an enlarged 
package business. W hen the postal service 
is carried nearer to a point at which there 
is an excess of revenue, this branch can be 
considered. 
Of lotteries and mails, he suggests a law 
for the jurisdiction over the offense by the 
Courts at the offices of delivery of the same 
and at office of mailing, thus m aking the 
offense continuous between the office of 
m ailing and that of delivery, and enlarg­ 
ing opportunities to convict. 
H e also recommends the am endm ent of 
the postal laws which permit the mailing 
of works of fiction as second-class matter. 
In the special topics discussed by the 
Postmaster-General, he 
recommends 
a 
double postal card for return answers, 
The establishm ent of a postal museum, 
and the prompt delivery of all letters on 
which postage has not been prepaid, and 
collect double postage. 


A C TIO N IN D O R SE D . 


A n Im p o r ta n t R u lin g on tb e C h in ese 
R e str ic tio n L aw s. 
W a s h in g to n , November 29th.—Assistant 
Secreiary of the Treasury Tichenor has no­ 
tified George W . Baker, the Chinese In ­ 
spector at Niche, N. D., that his action in 
capturing and returning to Canada two 
Chinese laborers who entered the United 
States surreptitiously from Gretna, Canada, 
and in violation of the Chinese Restriction 
Act, was «orrect. 
As the law provides a penalty of $1,000 
fine or one year’s imprisonm ent for snch 
Chinese to enter the United States. Baker 
is instructed to cor.ier with the District A t­ 
torney relative to the prosecution of the 
parties who erred in this instance. 
Mr. Tichenor also instructed the Col­ 
lector of Customs at Key W est not to re­ 
quire a bond of Chinese on vessels touching 
at that point and en route to China via New 
Orleans, unless they land there, but they 
m ust give a bond at the first port at which 
thev land in the U nited States. 


A D M IR A L PO R T E R 'S R E P O R T . 


H e Says M ost o f th e Y esse is A re in G ood 
C on d ition . 
W a s h in g to n , November 29th—The an ­ 
nual report of A dm iral Porter shows most 
of the ships in the navy are in good condi­ 
tion. Tbe Antietam , Juniata. Pilgrim and 
Quinnebaug have been condemned and 
ordered sold for $500, $10,000, $500 and 
$15,000 respectively. 
The Admiral says he h&3 frequently 
found reports of the exercises on board the 
ships unsatisfactory and the regulations 
imperfectly complied with, and thinks the 
reports should be made directly to the Bu­ 
reau of Navigation, where they m ight come 
under the eye of the department. 
Many things which are obsolete are still 
adherís! to in these reports, the forms for 
which were made tw enty years ago, and 
the Admiral recommends that as tne sys­ 
tem of tactics and exercises are entirely 
changed, new forms should be made. 


M oney D a e th e G overn m en t. 


W a s h i n g t o n . November 29th.—The an­ 
nual report of General Hephnrn, Solicitor 
of the Treasury, shows that the sum of 


$85,000,000, principal and interest, is due 
the Government as evidenced by judg 
m ents of Circuit and District Courts, but 
that no reliable estimate can be given of 
the value of these judgments. 
The Solicitor asks an appropriation of 
$10,000 to be expended in huuting up these 
debtors and their property, in order that 
collections for these judgm ents can be 
made. 
L arge C o llectio n s. 
W a s h in g to n , November 29th.—Super­ 
vising Special Agent Tingle, in his annual 
report, shows the aggregate collections of 
the year were $225,041,419 and tbe expenses 
$6,553,209. 
It would be well, be says, to 
change by Act of Congress tbe designation 
of the chief officer at interior poris from 
Surveyor to Collector. 
He advises the title 
of the Naval Officer at the port of New 
Y ork be changed to “Comptroller of the 
Port,’’ and that the office of Naval Officer 
at other ports be abolished. 
A d m ira l K im b erly . 
W a s h in g to n , November 29tb.—Admiral 
K im berly, comm anding tbe Pacific Squad­ 
ron, reports from H onolulu tbe following 
movements of tbe squadron: Tbe Iroquois 
is ordered from H onolulu to Samoa; the 
Adams from Samoa to Honolulu; the Alert 
is to leave H onolulu November 21st for 
San Francisco. 
The A dm iral will not 
come hom e on the Alert, but lias trans- 
lerred his tlag to the Mohican, and will re­ 
m ain at H onolulu until relieved. 
P en n sy lv a n ia D e leg a tio n . 
W a s h in g to n , 
November 
29:h. — The 
Pennsylvania Republican delegation held 
a conference to-day regarding the Clerk­ 
ship and Speakership of tbe House. Two 
Pennsyivauians, Carson and McPherson, 
are candidates for the Clerkship. 
The vote 
taken showed 14 for McPherson and 5 for 
Carson. 
On the Speakership it resulted, 
Reed 14, McKinley 5. Two members were 
absent. 
The m inority made vigorous ob­ 
jection to the proposition to enforce the 
unit rule.

P ostoffice R e v en u e . 
W a s h in g to n , November 29th.—The re­ 
port of the Third Assistant Postmaster 
shows the total am ount of revenue col­ 
lected during the last year was $5S,148,014. 
The actual and estimated expenditures 
were $62,498,196, exclusive of $1,253,673 for 
transportation of mail due to Pacific rail­ 
roads. The total cost of service (or the 
year was $7,603,856 in excess of the rev­ 
enue.

F r esn o, November 29th.—The curtain 
has just raised on another act in the dram a 
of the life of George L. Jones, the man who 
deserted his wife in Fresno last week and 
m arried Isabel Burt inSau Francisco under 
the nam e of G. H. Legg. 
Deputy Sheriff 
Citarles W. Fraser, of this city, knew Jones 
at Bates station, in this county, four years 
ago, and he often talked with Fraser about 
his wife and children he left behind in 
England. 
He stated that he was in the 
habit of sending her money lor her sup­ 
port. 
Eraser moved to Fresno and lost sight of 
Jones for years. 
Returning to Bates one 
day tbe Postmaster showed him a letter 
from Mrs. Jones, asking for the wbere- 
abouts of her husband as she bad beard 
nothing from him for a year. On his re­ 
turn to Fresno, Fraser learned that Jones 
bad just m arried a Swedish girl. 
Later, 
Fraser has been in correspondence with 
Mrs. Jones, who informed him that she 
was in the most straightened circumstances. 
The oldest girl, sixteen years old, was work­ 
ing as a servant, and the other three were 
in tbe wotkhouse. She expected to come 
to Fresno during the coming year if she 
could obtain means, and face her derelict 
husband.

The W ives o f Two o f th e Train 
R obbers Confess and Give the 
W hole B usiness Away.

STRONG E V ID E N C E . 


D r. C ronin’s K n iv es F o u n d in th e P o sse s­ 
sion o f C ou gh lin . 
C h ic a g o , November 29th.—At the open' 
ing of tne Cronin trial this m orning the 
State called one witness in rebuttal on 
B urke’s alibi. Then the defense began a 
sub-rebuttal to strengthen its case. Nothing 
of interest was developed. 
Mr. LoDgenecker announced to the jury 
that he will confine him self to a review of 
the evidence in the case, leaving the argu­ 
m ents and speeches to his associates. 
He said tbe State doesn't desire that the 
defendants shall be guessed guilty. 
It 
doesn’t desire that they be convicted upon 
doubtful evidence. 
"W e don’t desire that 
they be convicted upon anything except1 
the law and evidence in the case; but if 
you, haviDg heard all of it, believe that the 
law and evidence justifies you in saying 
they are guilty, then we do demand that 
your verdict ’shall be in accordance with 
the law and evidence, and nothing short of 
a truthful verdict under the law and evi­ 
dence will meet the demands in this case. 
"W hether the verdict be to acquit or con­ 
vict, with that the people m ust be content. 
The State contends tbat the m urder of Dr. 
Cronin was brought about by a conspiracy. 
We claim it was concerted and executed 
and that these men on trial are parties to 
the conspiracy, together with others not on 
trial. 
That is our position. 
“ We further claim it was a cold-blooded 
conspiracy—a conspiracy without a paral­ 
lel. A cold, deliberately, planned conspir­ 
acy most terrible in its effects.”

A lexander Sullivan had friends, and that 
he (Beggs) was one of them. 
At this point the Court adjourned. 
The local News Bureau has a new sensa­ 
tion in the Cronin case. Detective Flynn, 
who locked Dan Congblin up at the tim e of 
his arrest, informed Chief Hubbard to-day, 
as if he just thought of it, that Coughlin 
gave him two knives on that occasion 
which, at Coughlin’s request, he locked up 
in the safety vault. These knives were se­ 
cured to-day and taken to one of Dr. 
Cronin’s intim ate friends, who identified 
them as the dead doctor’s property. W hen 
questioned about the m atter this afternoon, 
Chief H ubbard adm itted its truth, and de­ 
clared that ne believed it was Clan-na-Gael 
influence which induced Flynn to suppress 
the m atter until too late to use it as evi­ 
dence in the pending trial.

She says that he was engaged to a poor 
girl in Germany, who drowned herself be­ 
cause he proved unfaithful. She says he 
spent five thousand dollars ot her money, 
and had been guilty of infidelity.

clusion she says, addressing her husband : 
“As sure as there is such a thing as spirits, 
you can expect me to visit you every night, 
for I will m ake you suffer something what 
I have suffered for you, perhaps more. 
Still I would love and forgive, if you would 
treat me good. 
Good-by, darling.” 
Tbe body of Luke Lsvegue, a farm la­ 
borer, was found in the bay to-day. 
He 
had been m issing for two weeks. H e had 
$250 when he disappeared, and only $2 80 
when found. Foul play is suspected.

Have you ever been to Castle Garden to 
see how immigrants are received and cared 
for? 
Well, it is a place that is worth 
visiting. The immigrant in this country 
has no need of frieuds nor of any great 
amount of money, so far as keeping out of 
trouble is concerned—at all events until 
after he has passed through Castle Garden 
—for he need not get into it unless he so 
choose; and he can get along very well 
without knowing anything of the lan­ 
guage of the country*. 
He cannot leave 
Castle Garden with any chance acquaint­ 
ance made on board ship nor in the Gar­ 
den unless the character of such acquaint­ 
ance is proved to be irreproachable. 
An instance occurred not long ago. 
A 
young and pretty woman came to join 
friends in a Western town. 
On the voy­ 
age over she made the acquaintance of a 
man, who asked her to marry him; and 
as there was no friend to meet her on the 
arrival of the steamer, she was detained 
by the Castle Garden authorities until in­ 
formation could be obtained to prove that 
the man was wliat he should be and that 
he intended to fulfill his word. 
But, if the steamer comes up to her pier, 
how do these immigrants reach Castle 
Garden ? They 
are brought down on 
steamboats and barges. 
Let us take a 
walk through Castle Garden, for there is a 
good deal to see and to learn. 
Entering 
one of the doorways in the wooden fence 
that surrounds the inclosure, you will be 
asked your errand, for no one enters here 
without being willing to give an account 
of himself. There are several small build­ 
ings within the inclosure 
besides the 
castle, which was originally a fort, and 
whose thick stone walls still stand. 
In 
one of these buildings is the Information 
Bureau, where the friends of expected im­ 
migrants apply for news of the arrival of 
the steamers, and where cards are filled 
out with the names ot the immigrants, 
their destination, and the steamer on 
which tbey are expected to arrive. These 
cards are afterward read out by one of the 
Castle Garden officials to the waiting im­ 
migrants who expect friends tc meet them, 
and they then come forward. 
Close to the entrance is a police sta­ 
tion where several officers are always 
on hand. 
Not far away is the Labor Bu­ 
reau, where those immigrants desiring sit­ 
uations may apjily as soon as they arrive. 
Outside of the door is hung a slate on 
which is written in English and German 
the sort of help that is desired by employ­ 
ers who have applied here. 
A small room 
in the end of this building is set apart for 
the hotel and boarding-house keepers, who 
are duly licensed and allowed to enter 
here for the purjiose of seeking patrons. 
Their houses are frequently inspected by 
officers of the Emigration Commission, 
and they are required to provide suitable 
board and lodging at reasonable prices, 
and they are responsible for the safety of 
their boarders as long as they keep them 
under their roofs. 
In the same building with the Informa­ 
tion Bureau is the office of the Mission of 
our Lady of the Kosary, for the protection 
of immigrant girls, that was established in 
1883 by the late Rev. Father Riordan. 
This mission maintains a home on State 
street, where friendless girls and those who 
are waiting for friends or money are cared 
for until their friends are heard from. 
In 
some instances the girl refuses to say 
anything about herself to any one except a 
priest. To him she will sometimes tell 
her story. 
The home receives girls of all 
nationalities and creeds. 
Rev. Father 
Callaghan is now in charge of the mission, 
and is always about the Garden. 
The 
Protestant denominations are represented 
by clergyman of the Lutheran, Episcopa­ 
lian and Methodist Churches, each of 
which maintains a home for girls and 
women. 
A reception hospital is also maintained 
here for the purpose of caring for the sick 
immigrants until they can be transferred 
to the hospital on Ward’s Island. 
There 
are three wards—one for women, one for 
men and one for women and children. 
Dr. Vinton is in charge of this hospital, 
and is on the wharf when the barges arrive 
to examine all immigrants who appear to 
require a physician’s care. 
In connection 
with the hospital is the W ard’s Island 
Bureau, where applications are received 
from immigrants for admission to the in­ 
stitution on that island. 
And now we pass through the doorway 
in the old stone wall of the fort, and we 
are in the big circular building known as 
Castle Garden. 
The first object that con­ 
fronts us is a telegraph office, which we 
-pass as we enter the rotunda. 
A few im­ 
migrants who arrived early in the morn­ 
ing are lingering here waiting for friends. 
A lunch counter is provided for them, 
where they may obtain food and drink. 
An exchange broker is present to change 
their foreign money for American cash. 
The various railroad companies have ticket 
offices here, and in the center of the ro­ 
tunda a counter is built around a quad­ 
rangle, where are seated the interpreters, 
who register the names of the immigrants, 
and two inspectresses, who are here to look 
after the women and children. 
On the wharf is the office of Custom­ 
house inspectors, for the immigrant, as 
well as his richer brother, is sometimes 
given to smuggling. 
Upon each steam­ 
boat that goes lip to a steamer to bring 
down the immigrants are one or more in­ 
spectors, who go through all the baggage, 
and if the duties amount to more than J2 
they must be paid. 
A small steamlioat, crowded with passen­ 
gers, comes in sight, the Castle Garden 
bell rings, and there is some bustle and ac­ 
tivity on the wharf, for the boat brings the 
steerage passengers from a German steamer 
just arrived. It is a curious study to watch 
them as they pass up the gangway and en­ 
ter the Garden. Some of them look de­ 
plorably poor, others are well-to-do, and 
carry nice-looking baggage; m aty of the 
women carry children suspended from their 
shoulders in shawls, so that the infants are 
safe, while the mothers’ arms are free to 
carry tneir baggage. 
There are more men 
than women, and some of the former arc 
rather rough-looking individuals. 
Mr. 
Simpson, the Superintendent of the Gar­ 
den ; Charles Hauselt, the President of the 
German Emigration Society, and one of 
the ex officio Commissioners of Emigra­ 
tion, are here watching the arrivals, and 
after they enter the Garden we go in, en­ 
ter the central ini losure, and I take up my 
stand by Major Charles Semsey, whose 
place it is to register the names of the im­ 
migrants as they pass before him. 
Hiinseif an Hungarian, Major Semsey 
seem? to speak all languages under the 
sun, for Poles, Russians, Bohemians, Ger­ 
mans, Swedes, F'rench, Italians and I do 
not know how many more nationalities are 
represented. The people come up to reg­ 
ister, and he speaks to each in his or her 
native tongue. Each immigrant gives his 
name, nationality, age, business and ad­ 
dress, and if these are satisfactory he is 
allowed to pas? on, but if not he is de­ 
tained. 
Two Hungarians, mother and 
, daughter, are held because the address of 
their friends is imperfect, so they are sent 
inside the inclosure. 
They evidently 
wear their national costumes—short, full, 
calico gowns and dark blue aprons; full 
white sleeves, a pink vest, small scarlet 
shawl, black velvet belt and bright col- 
1 cred handkerchiefs on their heads. 
Boots 


like a man’s, ot heavy leather, with small 
high heels, complete these picturesque 
costumes. 
Two girls of fifteen, wearing clean cali­ 
coes, with handkerchiefs on their heads, 
are apparently alone, and are closely ques­ 
tioned hv Major Semsey. 
They are cous­ 
ins, have come to join relatives in town, 
and are allowed to pass on. 
This broad­ 
faced Polish woman, with a child in her 
arm?, has come to join her husband ; an­ 
other woman, who is here for the same 
purpose, narrowly watches the Major’s 
face as he reads her ticket; yes, it is all 
right. 
A big burly German with an hon­ 
est face has brought with him a nice-look­ 
ing German girl, whom he says is his 
niece. The Major questions him, aud 
sends for Mr. Simpson, who also investi­ 
gates the matter, and the man’s answers 
being satisfactory, he ¡sallowed to take the 
girl with him. 
A big, good-looking Frenchman, who 
speaks English with an accent, says he ha:, 
lived in California forty years, and is in­ 
dignant at the suggestion lliat he is not an 
American citizen. 
Several young Ger­ 
mans, and Swedes, even, bear such a strong 
resemblance to the peasants I have seen in 
opera, that I think they have lost their 
way and strayed in here by mistake. 
A 
Spaniard, the only one present, and unlike 
in appearance any other immigrant in the 
Garden, looks as if he had stepped out of 
one of the illustrations in “Don Quixote.” 
An old man, he wore a gray mustache and 
imperial beneath his aquiline nose, and 
when asked by one of the contract labor 
inspectors if he were French, he replied : 
“No, scnor ; Espaguol,” with a pride, dig­ 
nity and urbanitv that we are told are in­ 
born in every Spaniard from the King to 
the lowest beggar. 
Many more pass by, an interesting pro­ 
cession, until they have all registered. 
Three other interpreters have been act­ 
ively employed in 
registering 
names, 
while the contract labor inspectors have 
been doing their duty, and Peter Groden, 
the Castle Garden detective, who has been 
employed here for so many years, is on 
the alert 
The immigrants have ex­ 
changed their money, an official has frcm 
time to time been through the Garden, 
calling out the names of tho-e who have 
friends waiting for them, and the small in­ 
closure has filled up with women, men and 
children. 
A well-dressed, nice-looking German 
hoy of about 18 Ls detained because he has 
hut little money, and a letter from his 
brother, who is to he a minister, tells him 
to go to a certain hotel and wait for him. 
He is closely questioned and answers in 
German, turning occasionally to me with 
an explanatory smile, and as I understand 
not a word, I only smile back. An elderly 
woman, 
unmistakably an 
Italian, has 
brought a pretty young woman with her, 
but is not allowed to go until she gives 
satisfactory answers as to what she intends 
doing with the young woman. 
A good-looking Dane, who has been in 
this country before and speaks English, 
wishes to take away with him a pretty 
Danish girl of aliout 17. 
He says he was 
engaged to her in Denmark, and that her 
brother came over with them. The Lu- 
therau priest talks to the girl, and Mr. 
Simpson questions her through an inter­ 
preter. 
She savs that she is willing to 
marry the man, and is quite self-possessed. 
Her brother is sent for, and proves to he a 
rather stupid-looking boy of 14. 
The 
Dane is pleasantly persuasive, but when he 
finds Mr. Simpson continues obdurate he 
gives the girl her ticket, says he does not 
want to marry her and goes quietly away. 
It is 7 o’clock in the evening; there are 
more passengers yet to land, but we have 
seen the best of the incidents of the day 
and those which fully illustrate the work 
of receiving the immigrants. 
The garden is under the control of the 
Board of Commissioners of Emigration of 
the State of New York, of which Edgar 
L. Ridgway is President. 
The other 
Commissioners are Henry A. Hurlburt, 
George Starr, Daniel D. Wylie, Charles 
F. Ulrich and Edmund Stephenson. 
The 
ex officio members are the Mayor, James 
Roiirke, President of the Irish Emigration 
Society, and Charles Hauselt, President of 
the German Emigration Society, while N. 
J. Jackson is the Secretary.

T be E le ctrical P la n t in In d ia . 
“There has been discovered in the for­ 
ests of India." says Nature, “a strange plant 
which possesses to a very high degree as­ 
tonishing magnetic power.” 
The hand 
which breaks a leaf from it receives imme­ 
diately a shock equal to that which is pro­ 
duced by the conductor of an induction 
coil. 
A t a distance of six meters a mag­ 
netic needle is affected hv it, and it will be 
quite deranged if brought near. 
The en­ 
ergy of this singular influence varies with 
the hour of the day, lteing very powerful 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
It is an­ 
nulled during the night. 
A t times of 
storm its intensity augments to striking 
proportions. 
During rain the plant seems 
to succumb, and it bends its head in a 
thunder-show er; it remains there without 
force or virtue, even if one should shelter 
it with an umbrella. 
No shock is felt at 
such times in breaking the leaves, and the 
needle is unaffected beside it. 
One never 
by any chance sees a bird or insect alight 
on the electric p la n t; an instinct seems to 
warn them th at they would find sudden 
death. 
It is also im portant to rem ark th at i 
where it grows none of the magnetic metals : 
are fount!—neither iron, nor cobalt, nor ¡ 
nickel— an undeniable proof th at the elec- 
trie force belongs exclusively to the plant. i 
L ight and heat, phosphorescence, magnet- ; 
ism, electricity— how many mysteries and j 
botanical problems does this wondrous In- ¡ 
dian plant conceal w ithin its leaf and j 
flower?

JEFFEES#N’S FIEST PLAYHOUSE. 


B ro u g h t Up “ B eh in d th e S cenes’’ an d 
“ S tag e-stru ck " E arly. 
Joseph Jeflerson’s long-expected auto­ 
biography is begun in the November 
Century. ’ These are the opening para­ 
graphs : 
“I may almost say th at 1 was 
born in a theater. 
A t all events my ear­ 
liest recollections are entirely connected 
w ith one : it was a rickety old frame build­ 
ing with a broad gable, facing on a wide 
avenue, and situated in the city of W ash­ 
ington. 
The door from our hack entry 
opened upon the stage, and as a toddling 
little chap in a short frock I was allowed 
full run of the place. 
So ‘behind the 
scenes’ was my first playhouse. 
And what 
a playhouse it was, filled with all sorts of 
m aterial for the exercise of my youthful 
imagination. 
A t the back was the Bay of 
Naples, with its conventional blue sky 
jest faintly clouded with 
the distant, 
smoke of slum bering Vesuvius. 
Upon one 
side stood long and stately rows of Corin­ 
thian columns, a trium phal arch, and next 
to th at a Roman palace. 
These marvels 
of ancient architecture were all leaning 
up against the wall, not only in uncomfort­ 
able position, but at a dangerous angle, 
looking as though they had been toppled 
over during the last days of Pompeii. 
Upon the other side, heaped in a compact 
mass, were many scenes of various coun­ 
tries—there a "five-storied 
brown-stone 
front with modem improvements, and 
here a údv thatched cottage of the eigh­ 
teenth century, with a lovely little door in 
it just 
large 
enough 
for 
me 
to go 
in and out, slamming it after me and pre­ 
tending it was mine. 
Then there was 
that dear little white paling feuce, exactly 
two feet high; no legitimate theater of the 
old school could possible be complete w ith­ 
out this curiosity, and nobody ever saw 
such a thing any where else. 
Then came 
the throne-steps, w ith two Gothic arm ­ 
chairs set thereon for the king and queen, 
aud in front of these the old fam iliar green 
bank from which stray babies are usually 
stolen when left there by affectionate but 
careless mothers. 
Upon the top of this 
were two flat swans hitched in double h ar­ 
ness to a shell for traveling fairy queens. 
A little farther down there stood a low 
and dismal vault having a square, dark 
opening with some m ysterious 
letters 
painted over it, setting forth, as I learned 
in after years, th at it was the private 
‘Tomb of the C ipulets.’ 
Close to this an­ 
other piece of real estate belonging to the 
same family and known as ‘Ju lie t’s bal­ 
cony.’ 
lu a dark corner stood a robber’s 
cave with an opening through which old 
Ali Baba used to lug the bags of gold he 
had 
stolen 
from the Forty Thieves. 
Through the narrow and secluded p ath ­ 
ways of ‘behind the secenes’ I have often 
wandered out upon the open stage and 
wondered at this grove of wings and flats, 
and I could see th at many ropes were 
hanging from above to which were fastened 
boats and baskets, tubs and chandeliers, 
and those sure tokesn of bad weather, the 
thunder-drum aud rain-box. 
“These were the kind of objects th at my 
childish eyes were wont to look upon, and 
in this huge and dusty toy-shop made for 
children of a larger growth, I got my first 
experience. 
I had seen many rehearsals, 
and sometimes got a peep at the play, hav­ 
ing been taken on ‘in arms’ as a property 
child in groups of happy peasautrv. 
N a­ 
turally, therefore, 1 was stage-struck at an 
early age; and as I had a theater stocked 
with scenery and properties, I could in­ 
dulge my passion at a small expense, es­ 
pecially as my stock company were volun­ 
teers consisting of two little boys and their 
sister, who used to play w ith me on Satur­ 
days. 
This was before the star system 
had set in, and at a period when combina­ 
tions were unknown. 
“Of course, I was stage manager by the 
right of possession, and had to compile all 
of the plays. 
The plots were simple, and 
made to conform w ith what set pieces we 
could get at, or what properties we could 
secure and hide during the absence of the 
propertv man. 
If the set cottage was 
handy I would come out of the door as an 
old man (the age represented by a spinal 
affection) w ith a daughter and a m arket 
basket; old man cross, daughter rebellious; 
old man locks daughter in cottage, goes off 
to m arket shaking his fist (spine still 
weak). 
The favored lover enters, claps his 
hands three times, daughter appears at 
window, kisses her h a n d ; old man coughs 
outside, favored lover conceals him self; 
enter old man w ith m arket basket full of 
gilded pasteboard goblets, accompanied by 
unfavored lover; they sit down and drink 
wine until overcome. 
Favored loversteals 
key from old man’s pocket, releases re­ 
bellious daughter; the sleepers awaken, 
general pursuit; favored lover and re­ 
bellions daughter escape over bridge, old 
man and unfavored lover fall into the 
water. 
Curtain. 
“Then there were the private boxes to 
play hide-and-seek in, w ith mysterious 
nooks and ample curtains to creep into, 
and such chances to kiss the little girl in 
the dark. 
I am quite convinced th at there 
is no such playground as a deserted theater 
in the daytim e.” 


T obacco Sm oking in W ashington. 
“How people will open their eyes upon 
a statem ent lieing made th at 2,000,000 
cigarettes and 1,000,000 cigars are used in 
this city every week,” said D. Loughran, 
the tobacconist, t<r a reporter. 
“Averaging 
the cigars as worth ten cents each and the 
cigarettes at one cent each, you will see 
th at smoke goes up in this city at a weekly 
cost of nearly £125,000, and if the use of 
plug 
tobacco and chewing 
tobacco is 
added, the total figure is not far from 
§200,000. 
“Do cigar smokers show any tendency 
to take up the use of cigarettes?” 
“No; both cigar anil cigarette smokers 
generally stick pretty close to one or the 
other. 
W hen a man gets used to smoking 
cigarettes he usually uses them to the ex­ 
clusion of every other variety of the weed, 
and the same holds in the case of those 
who use cigars. 
Men generally take to ¡ 
one or the other and stick to it. 
It would 
seem that cigarette smoking would in­ 
crease steadily, from the fact th at boys use 
them generally before they begin on cigars, 
and a preference once so established is 
very apt to continue.” 
“How many cigars or cigarettes does a 
man usually smoke daily 
“One will smoke generally anywhere 
from one to ten cigars, averaging five or 
six, while the num ber of cigarettes used 
ruus from five to twenty, averaging ten. 
Of course, there are many cases which ex­ 
ceed this estimate.” 
“W hat is the latest style in the m anu­ 
facture of cigars ?” 
“The latest seems to be having the 
cigars pointed at each end almost similar. 
There doesn’t seem to be any real reason 
for this change, but cigars of that style are 
quite numerous now.”— IFusA ington P bit.

ANOTHER IDOL IN DANGEE. 


P e rh a p s 
C olum bus D id 
N ot D iscover 
A m erica. 
[From tbe New York Tribune ] 
General Daniel Butterfield, who went 
abroad some months ago, was a passenger 
on the steam er Columbia from Hamburg, 
which arrived at this port on Friday. 
W hile in Paris General Butterfield spent 
a good deal of time in delving among the 
old parchm ents at the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale, and succeeded in bringing to light 
a mass of information regarding the dis­ 
covery of America, which ju st now, when 
the country is m aking elaborate prepara­ 
tions to celebrate the 400th anniversary of 
the event, will be of peculiar interest. 
T he G eneral talked yesterday most enter­ 
tainingly of what he had seen. 
“M y researches at the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale,” he said, “were undertaken to sat­ 
isfy some close friends of ftiine, as well as 
myself, as to w hether there was any found­ 
ation in fact for the belief th at St. Bren- 
din, a renowned abbott of the fifth and 
sixth centuries, had realty ever made a 
voyage to sea, and, if so, if "his voyage was 
made to America. 
Brendin was the oldest 
son of Fen loga, and was born in Ireland 
in the year 484. 
He was abbott ol' Cion- 
fert, and died May 1(5, 573, so that if he 
did make a voyage it must have been in 
about the year 515. 
I found thirteen dif­ 
ferent m anuscripts of the eighth and ninth 
centuries at the Bibliotheque, some of 
them in an excellent state of preservation. 
There were others in the B ritish Museum, 
the Bodleian Library, at Oxford, and in 
the library at Nurembnrg. 
“Most of the m anuscripts I examined 
were very legibly written, hut the abbre­ 
viations and methods of writing Latin 
in those days were so different from any­ 
thing known to us now that it required a 
great deal of work and a careful compar­ 
ison of the various parchments to get the 
L atin itself clearly written out before 
venturing upon a translation. 
However, 
my exam inations and 
researches have 
gone far enough to convince me th at St. 
Brendin did make a voyage to sea; that 
his ground for the voyage was through 
confessions made to him in his priestly 
capacity by Barenas, which told of a land 
beyond the seas, the promised land of the 
saints. 
The m atter impressed itself so 
strongly upon St. Brendin th at he called a 
council of his brethren. It was decided by 
them to build a ship and make a voyage 
to this promised land. 
“The manuseripis differ somewhat as to 
the direction taken, w hether it was east or 
west. 
This variation is probably due to 
the mistakes of the monks who wrote out 
the story after having heard it from St. 
Brendin. 
But whatever the truth of the 
m atter may he, 1 have determined to give 
our people who are interested in such 
tilings a chance to study the facts for 
themselves. 
I have had the most ancient 
of the m anuscripts photographed, aud in­ 
tend to place them, with a resume of what 
I have learned, in the State Library at 
Albany, under the care of the Board of 
Regents, where they will be accessible to 
the general public, as I feel that the two 
square acres of fire-proof surface, the prop­ 
erty of the State at large, and under the 
care of the State, will be the natural re­ 
ceptacle for every document, book or ob­ 
ject of historical value and interest to our 
State and to our country. 
“M any w riters have treated of this sub­ 
ject, and I do not claim to have made a 
discovery of these manuscripts. 
I have 
simply made a study of them for my own 
pleasure and the benefit of anyone who 
cares to exam ine them. 
In the course of 
the narrative St. Brendin describes having 
seen a volcano and having sailed in a sea 
which looked like milk. 
It is quite possi­ 
ble that Columbus got his first idea for his 
voyage from these very parchments. 
Cer­ 
tainly we don’t want to steal from him the 
credit of his discoveries.” 


THE FEENCH DEFENSIVE BAEEIEE. 


G erm any W atch in g I ts P ro g ress W ith 
G rim S atisfaction. 
[From the Fortnightly Review.] 
The defensive barrier which the French 
began to build on their eastern frontier 
in 1374, which (including armament) has 
already cost £135,000,000, and for the 
completion and improvement of which up 
to date further large credits must from 
time to time be voted, marks a new depart­ 
ure 
in 
the 
history 
of fortification. 
H itherto the role of perm anent fortifica­ 
tion has been lim ited to the protection of 
certain strategical points—such as road 
meetings and river passes—by fortifying 
which points it has been possible for a 
small force to defend itself when attacked 
by one num erically stronger. 
In this way 
fortresses have acted as points d’appui for 
armies in the field. 
The French camp 
retranehe has a different role to fulfill. 
It 
is intended to receive ail entire army not 
under but w ithin its walls, and to give the 
army shelter, rest and means of refitting. 
It thus becomes a base of operations rather 
than a point <Fappui. 
The danger is that 
as such it will act detrim entally as regards 
the free action of the commander of the 
army which has the camp for its base. 
H itherto fortification has been subservient 
to strategy. 
The French are attem pting 
to reverse this; and in building works of 
defense at certain places and leaving gaps 
at others, they openly avow their inten­ 
tion to control the conduct of the cam­ 
paign, and lim it the movemen’s, not only 
of their own armies, but of those of their 
enemies also. 
Far from being alarm ed at the construc­ 
tion of this “Chinese wall,” the Germans 
have been watching its progress with grim 
satisfaction. 
They declare the permanent 
works tyjrich the French have thrust for­ 
ward into their front line to be a “strategi­ 
cal monstrosity," which will only serve to 
ham per the offensive action of 
French 
armies in the field. 
Tiiev aflirm th at the 
works are useless even from the point of 
view of [Hire passive defense, and that it 
will be easy to break through tiie center of 
the wall Yerdnn-Toul by “overwhelming” 
(with the help of the light field siege 
trains, which are ready at Metz and Stras- 
burg) one or two of the forts (Parrel which 
block the roads near Couimercy. 
The 
value of the new French defenses can only 
lie determined by the result of war, but 
the previous testimony of history is cer­ 
tainly on the side of the Germons. 
Forts 
which are invulnerable to-day may be 
found to-morrow to be worthless as m ili­ 
tary obstacles. 
The offensive action of 
modern field artillery is year by year in­ 
creasing in power as fresh chemical dis­ 
coveries are 
made. 
The 
French are 
strengthening their works with concrete 
and iro n ; but even concrete and iron are 
not proof against the powerful “fulmi- 
cotton” shells which the Germans have 
constructed for their rifled field mortars. 


THE SERB 


NEWSPAPER PHESS OF THE WORLD. 


T he U nited S tates F a r in th e L ead of 
O th er C onutries. 
[From the London Times.] 
A large number of statistics have been 
collected in connection w ith the Paris E x ­ 
position, and of these probably the most 
interesting are those which deal w ith the 
total num ber of journals published in the 
whole world. 
These have been collated 
by La Nature. 
The facts given show that Germ any has 
the honor of publishing the largest num ­ 
ber of periodicals in Europe, these num ber­ 
ing 5,500, of which 800 are dailies. 
Jo u r­ 
nals devoted to special religious dogmas, 
creeds and scientific theories abound more 
in this than in any other country. 
The 
oldest German journal is the Frankfort 
Gazette des Postes, founded in 1616; the 
most widely circulated, the Berliner Tage- 
blatt, issues but 55,000 copies. 
After Germ any comes England, which 
publishes over 3,000 newspapers, 809 of 
which are dailies. 
France follows with a 
nearly equal number, of which only a 
quarter are” dailies, bi-weeklies or tri­ 
weeklies. 
Italy holds the fourth rank by 
publishing 1,400 journals, 200 of which 
appear at Rome, 140 at Milan, 120 at 
Naples, 94 at Turin and 70 at Florence. 
Of these 170 are dailies. 
In A ustria-H un­ 
gary there 1,200 journals, of which 150 are 
dailies. 
So far as other journals are con­ 
cerned, Spain follows w ith 850 and Russia 
w ith 800, 200 of the latter appearing at 
St. Petersburg and 75 at Moscow. 
In 
Greece journals are proportionately num­ 
erous, every little m arket town and village 
having one. 
Athens publishes 54, all of 
which are dailies. 
In Switzerland there 
450 journals publishes}, and Belgium and 
H olland furnish an almost equal number. 
In Sweden, Norway and Portugal journal­ 
ism is but little cultivated, while in T ur­ 
key it is quite active. 
In all, Europe is 
creiiited w ith over 20,000 journals. 
Turning to Asia, the figures show that 
here no fewer than 3,000 newspapers are 
issued, most of which appear in Japan and 
the B ritish Indies. 
China is very poorly i 
supplied, having but the King-Pau (official 
journal of Pekin), 
which issues th e ; ¡ 
e iitions a day on paper of different colors; : wou 
and one journal at Shanghai and one in 
Corea.

does not and cannot perceive his own 
shortcomings. 
More than this, he re­ 
joices over them with a joy which would 
be pleasing in a child or a savage, hut 
which is to the last degree saddening in 
a man with professed aspirations.

A remonstrance would cause 
the most intense surprise, for at the next 
table, spread in a sim ilar repugnant man­ 
ner, a couple of ministers are quite con- 
tentedlv devouring their meal, and play­ 
fully practicing 
the 
sword-swallowing 
trick with their knives and green peas. 
W hat is good enough for the m inister 
m ust he satisfactory to the ridiculous for­ 
eigner. 
A little further oft’ a fifteenth- 
rate German singing girl is drinking beer 
with an officer in uniform, preparatory to 
m ounting the platform, and close tieside 
them are half a dozen private soldiers.

COSTLY JEWELS. 


B rillia n t D isp lay a t th e P a r is E x p o si­ 
tio n —T h e S an cy D ia m o n d . 
(Pari* Letter to Philadelphia Telegraph.] 
The departm ent of French jew elry has 
been greatly improved since I paid mv 
first visit there, a few days after the open­ 
ing of the exhibition. 
The great Im ­ 
perial diamond, the largest in the world, 
has not yet found a purchaser at the price 
demanded for it, namely, §1,200,000. 
It 
is said one of the Vanderbilts offered 
$SCO,000 for 
it, and 
that 
the 
offer 
was refused, though it is currently re­ 
ported th at one of §1,000,000 would "meet 
with due consideration. 
However, were I 
a m illionaire ten times over, I should not 
care to own th at big blazing stone. 
I 
should turn my attention to the show-case 
of Monsieur Bapst. the celebrated jeweler, 
whose family for generations back has had 
charge of the French crown diamonds. 
There, quivering like a drop of solidi­ 
fied light, and suspended to a collar neck­ 
lace of rubies and diamonds th at onee 
adorned the throat of Louis X V ’.s queen, 
M arie Deczinska, shines the most interest­ 
ing historical relic in the whole exhibi­ 
tion, the beautiful and famous Sancy dia­ 
mond. 
This renowned stone first makes 
it appearance in history set in the front of 
the helm et of Charles the Bold. 
Three 
centuries later it became the property of 
Louis X IV . It adorned the crown of Louis 
X V I., and was sold (without due w irrant 
for such proceeding I should think) by the 
Duchess de Bc-rri, the m other of the 
Comte de Chambord. 
It was bought by 
M. Bapst at the San Donato sale some 
years ago. 
Its present owner possesses all 
the papers neee-sary to prove the pedigree 
of this celebrated gem, and is willing 
moreover to give a full guarantee of its 
genuineness. 
It is not an enormous stone 
like the Im perial or Kooh-i Noor, and is 
peculiar in shape, being cut as a drop or 
pendant, but it is faultless in color and in 
water, and is about the size of a large 
cherry. 
Most of the other great dia 
monds of the world are mere parvenúes 
beside this spirkling stone, whose origin 
dates back full a century before the dis­ 
covery Of America, and which blazed 
above the contending ranks at the battle 
of Morat, at which Charles the Bold, its 
original owner, lost his life. 
In the same show-case is displayed a 
brooch, once the property of M arie A n­ 
toinette, a pretty trinket in the shape of 
a basket of flowers, all in diamonds, and 
also a necklace of black and white pearls, 
strung alternately and of extraordinary 
size. 
B ut I heartily wish that the Sancy 
would become the property of some one 
of our colossallv rich citizens. 
It is of­ 
fered for sale at §200,000. 
The necklace 
of M arie Leczinska is valued at §160,000. 
There is also a set of emeralds exhibited 
by the firm of Ourille-Lemoine, the stones 
in which are unique aud of extraordinary 
size aud beauty. 
It comprises four large 
square emeralds, eacli set as a brooch in 
a double row of small diamonds. 
To 
three of these brooches are attached as 
pendants flat pear-shaped emeralds, each 
about a finger-length in dimensions, per­ 
fect in water and of the most exquisite 
and brilliant possible shade of 
greer. 
These marvelous stones are antique and 
their like has never before been seen in 
Europe. 
The set is valued at §50,000. 
Very curious, but far from beautiful, is 
an immense black diamond, exhibited by 
the firm of Rouvenant X Despres, who 
also show a necklace of large pearls and 
diamonds, the latter pierced like beads 
and strung alternately with the pearls. 
I 
am told th at these pierced diamonds are 
by no means uncommon in the East, But, 
as naturally it lessens the value of a fine 
gem to bore a hole through it, and as a 
stone to be so treated must be of a pecul­ 
iar shape aud capahie of being cut all 
round like a bead, they are more costly 
than effective. 
The finest necklace of 
pearls in the exhibition is shown by M. 
Vever of the Rue de la Paix. 
I t has 
taken him ten vears to collect the pearls 
for this one superb string. 
They are all 
of unusual size aud of faultless quality, 
except the huge central pearl, which has 
the lovely defect (if defect it be) of being 
faintly tinged with the palest and most 
delicate shade of pink imaginable.

THE 
REPORT 
OF 
THE 
OF WAR. 
SECRETARY 


Eleven and six-tenths per cent, of the sol­ 
diers of the regular army deserted in the 
present year to date. 
In some years the 
percentage has risen to nearly sixteen. 
The Secretary of W ar in his report to be 
subm itted to Congress next week says that 
th e desertions are m ainly from among the 
raw recruits. 
H is recommendation is the 
p ith of wisdom and the salt of conciseness, 
when he says: 
“Make the service worth 
seeking, and enough good men will enter 
and remain in the army.” 
It is the only 
solution of the difficulty. Raise the stand­ 
ard of character for the re cru it; give him 
pay sufficient to meet his reasonable de­ 
mands, and from which he can make some 
saving; offer the deserving honors and re­ 
wards, and promote the efficient, studious 
and meritorious, aud the shame of deser 
tion will become almost unknown in the 
army. 
W hat sort of m aterial has the na 
tion a right to expect, the ambition of 
which is lim ited by thirteen dollars a 
m onth ? 
The Secretary makes some very practi 
cal suggestions on this topic th at we can 
not do better than present in his own lan­ 
guage, since they are concise and disclose 
an intelligent comprehension of the whole 
question. 
H e says: 
(1) Make the pay of non-com m issioned offi­ 
cers of infantry, cavalry and artillery tbe same 
as now established by law for like grades in the 
Engineers. 
More bright and am bitious young 
m cu m ight be thus induced to enter th e service. 
A n excellent recommendation, but it 
m ight go to greater length and include in­ 
crease of pay for privates. 
As it now rates 
it is a bid only for the lazy man, the fel­ 
low who in these stirring times and this 
age of advantages can see nothing better 
than “a baker’s dozen of dollars a m onth 
and found.” 
(2) Give the soldier an opportunity to so im ­ 
prove him self th at w hen he leaves the service 
he m ay be better fitted for civil life th an w hen 
he entered it. Post schools shonld be estab­ 
lished w here not only instruction by lesson aud 
lectures should be given in m atters pertaining 
to m ilitary service, but also in the elem entary 
branches of m athem atics, science, m echanics, 
surveying, engineering, draw ing, etc. All of­ 
ficers are q u altled to supervise of do this work. 
It would have no tendency to relax discipline, 
but would establish a uew relation betw een the 
com pany officers, especially th e subalterns, and 
enlisted m en, th at would be beueficiai to both, 
and help to rem edy some of the evils of the 
E 
resent m ilitary adm inistration. 
Som ething 
as already been done in this direction. Rna 
several schools have been established. Officers 
who have served on college detail are especially 
fitted for this work. 
But an appropriation is 
necessary for books, apparatus, school-rcoms, 
etc . in order to give opportunities for a fair trial 
of th e plan. 
A practical, sensible and praiseworthy 
recomendation. 
Even thirteen dollars a 
m onth would tie a tem ptation forgoodmen, 
if supplemented by the advantage th at the 
opportunity to learn a trade or secure a 
fair education offers. 
H alf a day, say old 
army officers, is ample for all post duties, 
and the other h alf can well be given to 
study and the acquirem ent of that skill in 
m anual arts th at will fit the man for the 
active duties of a civilian's life. 
(3) A uthorize re-enlistm ents for one or more 
years at posts w here a soldier is discharged. 
A 
iuan will sometimes re-enlist for a short tim e 
w hen he will not for the full term . If the Gov­ 
ernm ent is not subjected to th e cost of transpor­ 
tation and instruction, the great objection to 
short term s of service is rem oved. Men re-en­ 
listed for a short term would not desert. 
(4) M ade a code of punishm ent suited to 
tim es of peace w hich is less arb itrary but m ore 
certain. 
W hile he does not in so many words in­ 
dorse the following recommendations sub­ 
m itted by old army men, the Secretary 
presents them w ithout disapproval: 
(1) A uthorize en listm ents for.three years only. 
If a m an has not th e elem ents of a soidier. or is 
him self dissatisfied w ith the service, it is better 
to release him w ithin a reasonable tim e. 
(2) For th e sam e reason give th e soldier in 
tim e o f peace the privilege o f purchasing his 
discharge u nder w ell defined regulations. 
(3) R etain some part of th e soldier's pay, 
w hich he forfeits by desertion, bu t w hich o th ­ 
erw ise wouid augm ent his savings at the tim e 
of his discharge. 
________ 
The report of the Secretary of W ar 
shows th at the expenses of his departm ent, 
including river and harbor improvements, 
amounted for the fiscal year ending June 
30th, to $46,654,121 "4, and the appropri­ 
ations for th e current fiscal year are nearly 
$34,000,000. 
The estimates for the De­ 
partm ent for. the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1891, are $44,157,973 95. 
The condi­ 
tion of the army as to sanitary arrange­ 
ments, drill, supplies, recreation and all 
m atters of personal comfort, are reported 
as satisfactory. 
The colored troops are 
said to be moie faithful than the white ; 
th at they are obedient, contented and weil 
disciplined. 
The Secretary adds that it is 
a fact not to be denied, th at the army, as 
now organized, offers for the colored man 
a career, w hile for the w hite man it is but 
a refuge. 
H e favors w arm ly the utmost 


liberality on the part of Congress in en ­ 
couraging the organization and instruction 
of the m ilitia, the N ational Guard, accord­ 
ing to his view, being the chief bulwark 
upon which the Government must depend 
in tim e of trouble. 
H e goes so far as to 
say th a t: 
The greatly increased efficiency of the Na­ 
tional G uard an d th e aw akened interest taken 
in it throughout the country has induced m any 
of our prom ising young m en to join it. To give 
these young m en a chance to gain a commis­ 
sion in th e arm y w ould he a proper recognition 
an d encouragem ent of th a t organization. 
C o n cern in g th e m a tte r o f coast defensesj

THE BENCH AND PRESS. 


In the current debate on the respective 
rights of bench aud press we think the 
San Francisco JBulletin has renuered the 
right verdict. 
It says: 
It is a good and wholekome rule, except in 
some extrem e eases, tor th e new spapers to ab­ 
stain from judicial cri.ieism w hen a case is on 
trial. T hat is the rule w hich all conductors of 
uew spajsiis w ho acknow ledge th e responsibili- 
ltes of ih tir position lay dow n for th eir own 
guidance. * * * T he no:oriety w hich of n e­ 
cessity tbe com m ission of crim e secures ham ­ 
pers the adm inistration of the law badly enough, 
w ithout th e resort to criticism on th e im panel- 
m ent of th e jury, th e value of the testim ony 
presented and the right or w rong o f th e rulings 
o f th e Judge. W hen the case is tried and the 
verdict ren d e:ed or th e judgm ent recorded.it 
and everything connected w ith it becomes pub- 
lie property. Ii there was collusion in th e im- 
panelm ent of th e jury, it th e conduct oi the 
Judge was one-sided and biased, or if valuable 
testim ony th a t was available was om itted, there 
is a fair field for analysis under th e penalty 
w hich comes o f libel. It does not appear thHt 
anything can be lost to th e cause of justice or 
m orality by th e delay. 
The reason for the policy the Bulletin 
thus lays down has always been apparent 
to the K e c o k d - U x io n , and it has been its 
rule to refrain from comment at all likely 
to interfere with a pending judicial trial. 
A nd the reason for the rule is very simple 
and convincing—if the press is to try the 
case and its voice render the verdict, the 
office of the Court is ended. 
The press 
need be none the less watchful of the tri­ 
bunals th at are the last peaceful resort for 
the protection of our rig h ts; venality and 
corruption will be allowed no freer rein 
because the press is silent while aw aiting 
the result of trial. 
The press is responsible 
for the justice of its comment only under 
the law of libel, a remedy th a t cannot clear 
the stream of justice once muddied, nor 
return it to its course if once diverted. 
It 
must be obvious th at to favor the trial by 
newspaper is to place men’s rights at the 
mercy of perhaps the ill-informed, the 
prejudiced or the vicious w riter or pub­ 
lisher, a cruel injustice th at can never be 
righted if once consented to. 
The press 
can best conserve the public and its own 
interest, win higher regard among the 
men whose esteem is worth having, and 
can establish itself more firmly in the con­ 
fidence of the people if it contents itself 
w ith reporting cases on trial as they occur, 
w ithout comment upon the conduct of 
Judge or juror, without expression of opin­ 
ion as to the guilt or innocence of the de­ 
fendant, until the 
trial is concluded. 
There are rare cases, of course, where the 
open and bald corruption of a jury, the 
unblushing venality of a Judge cr th e out­ 
rageous behavior of a prisoner or of parties 
to the action demand protest and even denun­ 
ciation at the moment. But the rule should 
be for the selt-respecting press, th at of re­ 
straint upon any comment that tends to 
throw the paper into th e case for one side 
or the other. 
The tribunals the C onstitu­ 
tion and the laws provide for the adjustment 
of issues between the State and those who 
offend her, should by the press be respected 
and their dignity m aintained, and all the 
procedure provided for the trial should 
find in the press a champion, since if it is 
wrong, unwise, absurd, th e power resides 
in the people to correct the law, and the 
rig h t is in the press to advocate as it 
pleases such correction. 
W e believe that 
if it were possible to gather the statistics 
in the m atter it would be established that 
the interference of the press incases on trial 
has tended to lessen the respect of the 
people for the newspaper, as well as to 
hinder and delay the ends of justice, and 
interrupt and defeat the pursuit of offend­ 
ers. F ull. fair and im partial reports of facts 
concerning trials, no one objects to, but the 
assumption of the office of Judge and 
ju ro r is on the part of the press im perti­ 
nence, if not worse, pending a trial 
The Bulletin concludes, as the sum of the 
whole m atter, th at sensational journalism 
alone complains of the rule stated, and our 
contemporary adds: 
As a m atter of fa c ta new spaper cannot con- 
viet or release anybody charged w ith crim e. 
But it can bedevil tbe panel from w hich the 
ju ry is draw n brow beat the w itnesses and bring 
the Judge into contem pt. 
It is quite evident 
that th a t is a kind of w ork in w hich no consci­ 
entious journalist should wish to engage. 
* * 
* * To perm it th e rights of liberty or property 
to pass u nder th e dom inion of th e atrocious 
ferm ent w hich results in sensational journal­ 
ism. would be to allow th e establishm ent of the 
m eanest 
and 
m ost corrupt despotism ever 
know n. 


OF BAD ROADS. 


The attention of th e people of this city 
and county must be more given to the con­ 
sideration of needed good highways. 
It íb 
to be confessed that this community is de­ 
plorably at disadvantage because of poor 
roads. 
A city w ithout numerous inlets 
and ways of egress by good, well-kept 
wagon roads, is walled in, and shut off 
from trade. The good roadway is an artery 
of local comm erce; 
the absence of it re­ 
tards trade circulation, and the develop­ 
m ent of the region needing it. 
The fact 
is, th a t our poorest pieces of roadway are 
those nearest to the city. 
From three di­ 
rections the approaches to this m arket by 
wagon roads is fair, until w ithin three or 
four miles of the heart of the city ; 
then 
difficulties of passage are eneountered that 
operate as barriers to the coming in of the 
people of the surrounding country for four 
or five months in the year. 
As a result, 
trade th a t would otherwise come here by 
gravitation is turned to other markets. 
T he people of Sacramento county could 
scarcely make a better investment, one in­ 
suring speedier or larger returns, than 
the expenditure of from one hundred and 
fifty thousand to two hundred thousand 
dollars upon the chief roadways of the 
county. 
The need for them is so pressing 
as to justify the assumption of a debt in 
th at amount for th at purpose. 
If we were 
fully awake to the criticisms made by 
strangers upon our roads, and to the direct 
loss of tim e and money to th e people, and 
to the commercial interest of Sacramento 
in this question, we would not suffer the re­ 


proach th at now attaches for a single sea­ 
son. 
The difficulty is, we have been so 
long accustomed to muddy and all but im ­ 
passable roads, th at we have ceased to be I 
sensitive on the subject; we have become | 
content w ith our laches and indifferent to 
the striking contrast between the miserable 
roads of this and the fine highways of 
other counties of the State. 
Several of 
these counties, of less financial ability than 
Sacramento, boast of well-kept roads, passa­ 
ble w ith ease and comfort at all seasons, in 
storm or fair weather. 
The man who in­ 
augurates and carries to success a reform in 
the direction indicated—one who has the 
courage to engage in it and conquer the 
indifference of the people by his jtersist- 
ency, and make the need now felt no longer 
a need, will enroll him self a public bene­ 
factor, and win for his name the respect 
and gratitude of all the people— even of 
those who are content w ith the indiffer­ 
ence and neglect of the present, and who 
are so shortsighted as to fail to see the im ­ 
mense and immediate gain to the cornuni- 
ties ot the county, by the successful ac­ 
complishment of the reform. 


CONCERNING WEST POINT. 


W e are not prepared to indorse General 
W allace’s plan for improving the m ilitary 
service of the country. 
W e understand 
his idea to be to abandon the system of ap­ 
pointm ent to cadetships at W est Point and 
to have a class num ber there filled only 
by those who rise irom the ranks. 
H e 
would have 
every 
m ilitary station a 
school, and every soldier a student. 
I t is 
true th at this would be a leveling system, 
but we very much doubt if it would give 
us for W est Point the class of students the 
army needs, or th at it would m aterially 
raise the character of enlistments. 
Every 
m ilitary station may well be- made a 
school— to th at there could be no reasona­ 
ble objection; hut such schools could not 
graduate engineers, nor give th at technical 
instruction absolutely essential to certain 
grades of officers. W est Point or any other 
thorough school must begin w ith mere 
youths, those who are so plastic th at they 
may he molded to the curriculum of the 
school and the training necessary for the 
accomplished officer. 
The idea that W est 
Point creates an aristocracy is an old one, 
but has never been sustained by results 
The best Generals we have had have been 
the most democratic of citizens. 
W est 
Point has given us some thousands of ac­ 
complished men, but they have invariably 
returned to the walks of the citizen w ith­ 
out aristocratic pretensions. 
And if there 
is in the army itself a distinction of pride 
between the educated 
officer who has 
availed 
of 
the 
national 
benefaction 
and 
those who 
have 
not, 
it 
has 
not proved 
to 
be detrim ental to the 
service. 
Our W est Pointers have nearly 
all 
proved 
to 
be 
capable 
officers, 
good citizens and refined and high-minded 
men. 
Scores of them have adorned bench, 
bar, tfye pulpit and statesmanship, and 
have given to art, mechanics and science 
the best labors of th eir lives. 
In fact the 
nation has no w arrant for complaint of the 
results of W est Point education under 
the present system of selecting cadets. 
It 
may be modified with appreciable gain, 
possibly, but we do not 
believe th at 
m aking the road to a m ilitary education 
run through the ranks will give us the 
best men for officers, or bring to the service 
the best brain. 
I t m ight not be bad policy 
to adopt G eneral W allace’s suggestion so 
far as the transfer of picked men, in cer­ 
tain numbers, from the ranks after three 
years service, to W est Point for m ilitary 
instruction, but all such men will of ne­ 
cessity be pretty well along between twen­ 
ty-five and th irty years of age, and could 
not he expected to take such an educa­ 
tional course as the cadet. 
However, for 
m ilitary training, technical and otherwise, 
and instruction in the laws of war, in ter­ 
national law, etc., the transfer of picked 
men would result beneficially. 
But why 
the cadetship should be abolished has not 
been made clear.

THE MOVEMENT TO 
DEVELO!* THEM 
IN SACEAMENTO. 


Citizens W ho Have F aith in the P ro ­ 
ject, and Are Anxious to Kisk 
T heir Money In It. 


The m eeting held at the Court house last 
evening, for the purpose of considering the 
project of borine for natural gas in tbis vi­ 
cinity, was quite largely attended. Dr. 
8. S. Southworth presided, and B. Leonard 
acted as Secretary. The Chairm an ex­ 
plained the object of the meeting, gave an 
exhaustive recital of his investigation of 
the Stockton gas wells, and outlined the 
project that had been started in this city. 
He then called upon engineer Grunsky to 
give his idea in regard to the matter. 
Mr. Grunsky first called attention to the 
ditlerence betw’een the methods of securing 
natural gas here and at the East. There, 
he said, the wells are bored dry, and ex­ 
plained why that was the case. In Cali­ 
fornia the gas rises with the water, being 
held in solution, and is collected in reser­ 
voirs constructed over the m ouths of the 
wells. Knowing that these conditions exist 
here, the first thing to do would be to 
strike flowing water. The indications are 
favorable if we go deep enough. 
In the 
Haggin artesian well (some 
2,100 feet 
deep) the water rose to within about thirty 
feet of the surface, and sufficient gas 
was found there to burn. 
If flowing 
water had been found, gas would have 
come with it. In Sutter and Colusa coun­ 
ties w e weils that furnish gas with the 
water. 
W hen the Stockton artesian well 
was bored gas was found that burned to 
eight feet above the ground. 
In Merced a 
well furnishes some gas with the water. 
W ith reference to the location cf a test 
well, Mr. Grunsky said the best would be 
that which would seem to offer advantages 
for an artesian well—some low place. 
Dr. Southwoith said the original proposi­ 
tion wa3 to get 100 subscribers at •$UX) each. 
The committee had canvassed with con­ 
siderable success, and he thought the ne­ 
cessary capital would be secured. The 
sum now subscribed is $6 500, those sub­ 
scribing doing so with the understanding 
th at the full am ount wonld be forthcom­ 
ing. H e had hoped that ail the stock 
would have been taken by this time, so 
that a company m ight be forrnea at the 
present meeting, officers elected, and incor- 
paration papers filed at once. Enough 
promises had been secured to bring the 
num ber of subscribers up to 70, or the sum 
to $7,000. 
Mr. Leonard thought that if the present 
subscribers wonld interest themselves there 
would be no difficulty in securing the de­ 
sired number. 
Several gentlemen present promised to 
et each a new subscriber, and others who 
ad taken one share each offered to take 
an additional one. 
Dr. Southworth read a communication 
from the Capital Gas Company, offering to 
lease to the new company the lot on which 
the electric light plant stands on which to 
bore for gas, and stating that if gas suitable 
for either tael or lighting purposes should 
be struck, the company would tender a bid 
therefor. 
A communication on the subject was 
also read from John Eitel, and another 
from a person in Ohio, the latter giving the 
expense of boring there for gas. 
The lat­ 
ter claimed that no person could tell where 
gas or oil could be tound—nothing can de­ 
term ine that but the point of the drill. The 
w riter's conclusion was that the Stockton 
wells were on the outer edge of the gas 
field; but he was of the opinion that gas 
in large quantities wonld yet be found in 
California. 
The development of natural 
gas in Ohio had caused manufactories to 
spring up in all directions, and had added 
imm ensely to the wealth and industries of 
that State. 
Add. C. Hinkson moved that two com­ 
mittees of three persons each be appointed 
to district the city and canvass fur sub­ 
scribers. 
F. K. Dray thought that each sub­ 
scriber should start out and look for other 
subscribers. If they would take a lively 
interest in the m atter they could accomp­ 
lish much. Two or three men soon ex­ 
haust their circle of friends on whom they 
can work. 
All are equally interested, and 
each subscriber should do his best to secure 
the necessary num ber of subscribers. 
Mr. Dray read a letter from a practical 
well-driller, offering ail necessary informa­ 
tion regarding well-boring, and another 
from a man at Kelseyville, who has boring 
tools, etc., to dispose of. 
Mr. Leonard favored Mr. H inkson's mo­ 
tion for two committees, but thought that 
the other subscribers should exert them ­ 
selves outside the committees' work. 
Mr. H inkson’s motion was adopted, and 
committees were appointed as follows: 
First Committee—Add.C. H inkson, Alex. 
N eibon’and C. A. Lnhrs. 
Second Committee—A. McXasser, L. L. 
Lewis and Peter Newman. 
L L. Lewis said the Oak Park Company 
would give a block of ground and $500 for 
the purpose of sinking the proposed well. 
The m eeting adjourned to meet at the 
call of the committee.

the country. California can raise bread­ 
, stuffs, fruit and even vegetables and sell 
them in these States for less than it would 
cost the farmers to raise them there. On 
the other hand the grow;b of the m an­ 
ufacturing industries in the East is some­ 
thing wonderful, hundreds of thousands of 
people finding employment in the various 
branches. 
He says that one cau scarcely 
conceive the prrsperity of California when 
once manufactories are established here as 
in the East. 
The vast arm y of workers 
will be fed on products raised at their very 
doors, while those of the Atlantic States 
m ust pay the additional cost of transporta­ 
tion. The doctor comes back more satis­ 
fied than ever with his California home, 
though not insensible to the advantages of 
the great m anufacturing centers. 
He says

SUTTER'S FORT. 


W hat the New York “ Sun" Thinks of the 
Miin Who Owns th e Site. 
Under the capiion "A Hog,” the New 
York Sun of the 21st inst. publishes an edi­ 
torial a3 follow s: 
A little incident which we find m en­ 
tioned in the Sacramento R e c o k d -U n io n , 
bears somewhat upon the present situation. 
Almost every one has heard of Captain 
John A. Sutter, the California pioneer, who 
founded the earliest settlem ent of white 
men on the site now occupied by the city 
of Sacramento. 
Here, seven years before 
the discovery oí gold in California, he 
built a fort which was the asylum of the 
earliest travelers overland from the United 
States. It was a structure of palisades, and 
the land on which it stood now belongs to 
a citizen of Chicago. In Sacramento many 
of the most influential citizens are desirous 
of having the old fort restored and con­ 
verted into a small park, in order thus to 
preserve a place of so m uch historic inter­ 
est to the people of California, and indeed 
to those of the entire Pacific coast. It ap­ 
pears, however, that their wish cannot be 
carried into effect. The owner is "deaf to 
the hundreds of requests that have been 
made” to fix a price on the property, and 
refuses to sell it, but permits it to be used 
for purposes of pasturage. Streets are soon 
to be opened in that part of the city, and 
the result will be a division of the plat 
into small parcels so a3 to destroy all pos­ 
sibility of beautifying it. 
Naturally this does not please the Sacra­ 
m e n to R e c o k d-U n io n . That journal pro­ 
poses that w h e n the streets are cut through 
a stone be placed at the intersection to 
m ark tbe spot where John A. Sutter raised 
the American flag, and gave shelter to the 
early pioneers of California; and on that 
stone, says our contemporary, let there be 
inscribed "the fact that a certain citizen of 
Chicago,” naming him, “stubbornly refused 
to sell the historic spot to the people for a 
reserve at any p rice.' 
The journals of Chicago, who have at­ 
tracted a good deal of attention to them ­ 
selves at this tim e on account of their ef­ 
forts to get the W orld's F air there for 1892, 
are never tired of extolling the public 
spirit of Chicago people as compared with 
that which prevails here in New York and 
in other cities in the East. They would 
have u3 believe that Chicago possesses a 
monopoly of civic pride. 
Before any more 
such talk they had better induce tbe citizen 
thus mentioned to permit the preservation 
of Sutter’s Fort at Sacramento as a historic 
pleasure ground for the people.

CAPITOL PARK. 


ENGINEER GRUNSKY'S PROPOSED PLAN 
FOR IMPROVING IT. 


Driveways and W alks, Interspersed with 
B eautiful Lawns—O ther Im ­ 
provem ents Suggested. 


If the eastern portion of the Capitol 
Park, from Twelfth to Fifteenth streets, 
should be improved and laid out after the 
plan designed by Engineer Grunsky—as 
it undoubtedly will be—it should present a 
very attractive appearance. The grounds 
have been raised to a hight that will pre­ 
vent any water standing thereon, and when 
covered w ith pretty lawns, with artistically 
designed walks and driveways, they will 
prove a fine addition to the Park. 
The services of Mr. Grunsky, the well- 
know n civil engineer, were secured by the 
Capítol Commissioners to prepare plans for 
laying out the grounds, and he completed 
his task a few days ago. The result of his 
labors is embodied in a report which he has 
filed with that body, accompanied by a 
diagram of his plan for improving the 
grounds. 
Outside the portion of the work assigned 
to Mr. Grunsky. other improvem ents will 
nrobably be made, in regard to which he 
has subm itted some suggestions for the 
consideration of the Board. 
These include 
the proposed removal of the fences and 
the gradingand improving of the lawns out 
to the edge of the curbs of the sidewalk. 


T H E E N G IN E E R '? PLANS. 
In his report to the Capitol Commission­ 
ers Mr. Grunsky say s: 
"U nder the Act 


approved M arch 16, 1S39, authorizing the 
im provem ent of the State Capitol grounds, 
I was authorized by you to plan and super­ 
intend certain improvements, which have 
now been carried forward to that stage 
where further personal supervision on my 
part is no longer necessary. The grounds 
have been raised by filling from the west 
line of Twelfth street to Fifteenth street. 
The aggregate am ount of earth hauled in 
from June 17th. when work commenced, 
to October 10, 1839, when it was completed 
and accepted, was 52,124 01 cubic yards. 
"The driveway east of the Capitol was 
paved w ith bitum inous rock on a concrete 
foundation and the old concrete work on 
the approaches to the Capitol from L and 
N streets was covered with bitum inous 
rock. Some repairing has also been done 
on the pavem ent in front of the Capitol. 
"New connections from the driveway in 
the rear of the Capitol with the drains 
were made, and the position of m any of 
the hydrants in the grounds was changed 
to suit the new arrangement of walks and 
driveways and all hydrants were raised to 
the new grade. 
"I have planned all walks and driveways 
in the grounds with a view to the establish­ 
m ent of graceful lines, of adaptation to the 
work in the older portion of the grounds 
and of convenience to the public. 
"It is a well-recognized fact that a passage 
for vehicles m ust be opened through the 
grounds at about Twelfth street, in order 
that heavy traffic on Eleventh street past 
the Capitol m ay be turned thai way. This 
requirem ent has been met by providing for 
the opening of Twelfth street and by ar­ 
ranging a second drive through the grounds 
in a very direct line at Thirteenth street. 
From both of these communication to an

M street entrance from Fifteenth street has 
been established. These driveways should 
be thrown open to the public as soon as 
possible. 
"The walks as planned by me, and which 
have been well m arked by stakes set tor 
the convenience of your gardener, appear 
on the plat of the grounds which I have 
prepared for your use. They open easy 
and sufficiently direct communication from 
and to the various entrances and buildings. 
"A central space between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets has been raised two feet 
above the general hight of the park, and 
will become a handsome feature when con­ 
verted in to lawn and flower beds. 
It can 
at some subsequent tim e he made the site 
for a conservatory or other ornam ental 
structure. 
"W ater is supplied to the grounds be­ 
tween Twelfth and Fifteenth streets by 
means of a pipe-line along Thirteenth 
street, which taps a six-inch main in the 
alley between N and O streets. 
From this 
sunply-pipe two branches extend parallel 
to and near the center line of ¡he park, one 
toward the west, the other toward the east. 
Two pipe-line3 branch off from each of 
these at right angles to the north and 
south, and each of these pipe-lines supplies 
water to two hydrants, except in the case 
of that portion of the park where the P a­ 
vilion now stands. 
"This system of water supply is inade­ 
quate to meet the ultim ate requirements of 
the portion of the park in question, and 
provision m ust soon be made to connect a 
new system of pipes in the grounds with 
the sixteen-inch city water-main in Fif­ 
teenth street. 
It would be well to connect 
with the city main by means of e six-inch 
pipe along M street, term inating in a four- 
inch header at a point just west of the P a­ 
vilion. 
The header should extend from 
near L street to near X street, and should 
supply water to four lines of two-inch pipe 
running parallel through the park toward 
the west. It does not seem advisable to 
connect more pipe-lines wqb tbe preseot 
supply as has been suggested, for the reason 
that the chief defect of the present system 


lie3in the insufficiency of the city m ain now 
connected with it, and of the m ain supclv- 
pipe along Thirteenth street to the park. 
"T he driveways and walks, as soon as 
they have become sufficiently compact to 
perm it of hauling heavy loads along th:m , 
should be graveled with the cleanest gravel 
obtainable at a reasonable cost. About 
1.800 loads of gravel will be required for 
the driveways and 500 loads for the walks, 
and the work of graveling should be done 
early in the spring. 
“In subm itting this report I desire to 
draw your attention to the fact that the 
beauty of the park would be greatly in ­ 
creased by a removal of fences from around 
it and from around residence property 
fronting on L, N and Fifteenth streets op­ 
posite 
the 
pa-k. 
A 
request 
on 
the 
part of your Board to property-owners 
to remove fences would no doubt in tim e 
bear good fruit, because the change to 
no fences would be greatly to the advantage 
of propert.y-owners by adding to the beauty 
of their lawns and gardens, and reducing 
expenses, and they would all be glad to 
avoid the fancied necessity of m aintaining 
them . 
"W hen an estimate is made of 
the 
am ount which should be appropriated to 
complete the fence now around the front ot 
the park, I suggest that the same be for the 
fence to the west line of Twelfth street 
only, and the same terminate there with an 
appropriately cut ornam ental atone. 
"The tool-house in use on the grounds, 
centrally located as it is, is an unsightly 
structure and an eyesore to the public. It 
ought to be removed at once to some point 
where in can be concealed under shrubbery 
until provisions are made for the erection 
of a better building.”

WEATHER PERMITTING. 
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USES OF COMMON SALT. 


F e w P eop le Com prehend Its W onderful 
Value. 
IP. H. Davis, in London Housekeeper.] 
_ 
Salt is a natural digestive when taken in 
conjunction with mauv articles of food; as, 
for example, with nuts. 
Upon the latter 
salt almost acts as a natural solvent when 
once they have been taken into the inner 
system. 
Salt is, in a sense, nature’s own 
blood-purifier. 
Those who talk about 
scurvy may hold contrary opinions; but 
then I am not talking of the abuse of the 
mineral in question ; I am dealing with its 
use in a moderate and consistent manner. 
Heartburn may be relieved almost in­ 
stantly if half a teaspoonful of table salt 
be dissolved in a wineglassful of cold water 
and then drunk. 
When the eyes are tired 
and weak, if they are bathed in slightly 
saline water they will soon become soothed. 
A gargle of salt and water used before re­ 
tiring at night will strengthen the throat 
and keep off bronchial attacks. 
If the 
flesh is stung by an insect, salt is useful 
again. 
It should be slightly wetted and 
applied somewhat like a thick plaster 
would be— and the insect’s venom will 
vanish as if by magic. 
Those who sutler 
from that which is a very troublesome 
complaint and for which there is very lit­ 
tle sympathy—I allude to eructations and 
flatulency—should try what hot salt will 
do for them, and for the former complaint 
fill a convenient-sized linen bag with salt, 
then make this almost red hot in the oven, 
and immediately clap it upon the chest. 
The relief will be instantaneous, and al­ 
most wonderful in its effects. 
For the latter complaint a somewhat 
similar tactic should be adopted, but the 
hot salt should be laid inside a very long 
liuen swathe and 
then bound tightly 
around the body so as to cover the pit of 
the stomach and the kidneys at the same 
time. 
The effect of this will be almost as 
marvelous as in the previously mentioned 
instance. 
Try a bandage of hot salt out­ 
side the face for neuralgia ; fill the mouth 
with hot salt in case of toothache; put a 
little hot salt in a piece of muslin, and 
then put it in the ear for a second or two 
when earache is troublesome. 
When a 
person is upset or has taken something 
which disagrees with the system, and a 
harmless emetic is desired, some sait dis­ 
solved in warm water will be found an ex­ 
cellent thing for the purpose. In any such 
cases relief will 
be 
experienced very 
quickly. 
When the feet are tired and the 
system consequently feels jaded try a foot­ 
bath of warm salt water before retiring at 
night; the sleep will be a refreshing one, 
and the next morning the tiredness wilí 
have vanished. 
Of course the slumber 
will help this considerably, but then the 
warm salt-water bath will assist the sleep 
to do its work. 
Coming now to domestic uses of salt 
(apart altogether from culinary demands), 
full notice should be taken Qf the following 
hints which I give: Straw hats, straw 
mats, willow furniture, etc., maybe cleaned 
almost like new if salt and water be used 
for washing them. 
To clean a carpet 
thoroughly throw damp salt upon it and 
then sweep it briskly, and it will be found 
that all the coloring will have been vastly 
brightened ; or if the carpet has been well 
swept, go over it afterward with a clean 
cloth and clear salt water, and the result 
will be almost as good. 
It will certainly 
make the water harder than if no salt had 
been added; but then when washing light 
cambrics, linens or other gauzy material 
of ladies’ attire, a handful of salt dissolved 
in the washing water will set the color 
wonderfully. 
This practice should be pur­ 
sued before washing the goods with soap, 
and by that means the colors will not be 
so prone “to run.” 
Delicately colored 
goods of any kind should never be washed 
without a salt water bath first, but care 
should be exercised in reference to mate­ 
rials which are likely to shrink when im­ 
mersed in water. 
There is a general impression abroad 
that 
articles 
which 
are 
dyed black 
cannot be washed without ruining the 
color. 
This is a mistake, because so long 
as the material is washable at all, black 
dye can practically be rendered a fast color 
by the help of the salt water bath before 
the general washing is commenced upon. 
After such a treatment faded black caused 
by washing will never occur. 
To remove 
grease from any material, take some spirits 
of wihe, liberally dissolve salt with it, rub 
the greasy spot, and it will then require a 
good deal" of examination to find where 
the grease was previously present. 
People 
with thin hair should wash their heads 
in salty water before retiring to 
rest, 
and the next morning wash the head again 
in clear water without soap. 
I know a 
case in which excellent results ensued 
from this treatment. 
By the use of dry salt any stain may be 
removed from white linen, etc., and sim­ 
ilarly slight fruit stains may be eliminated 
if the dry sait be applied properly. If the 
chimney catches fire run to the salt box, 
and empty it out upon the flames; they 
will be reduced as if by magic, and further 
steps can be taken to subdue the outbreak. 
If soot falls upon the carpet or rug, do not 
attempt to sweep it until it has been cov­ 
ered thickly with dry sa lt: it can then he 
swept up properly, and not a stain or 
smear will be left. 
If anything happens 
to 
catch 
fire 
either 
whilst 
cooking, 
or 
otherwise, throw 
salt 
upon it 
at 
once to prevent any disagreeable smell. If 
it is desired to have a bright, clear fire 
instead of a smoky one, sprinkle some salt 
over the coals and in a few minutes the de­ 
sired object will be obtained. 
In summer 
salt is very useful to the gardener, because a 
strong 
solution 
of 
it 
will 
kill 
insects 
or 
worms 
on 
plants, 
pro­ 
vided that it be poured over the earth in 
such a way as not to touch the leaves 
of the plant itself, otherwise the plant will 
be killed as well as the insects. 
On ac­ 
count of the last mentioned reason it will 
be seen that salt is very useful to kill 
weeds, but great care must be taken to see 
that it does not become scattered more 
widely that for its immediate purpose. 
Now a couple of culinary wrinkles to 
finish with. 
When beating up the whites 
of eggs, add a tiny pinch of salt, because 
this will “cut them up” and make them 
frothy much quicker, as well as make the 
froth more “heady” than it otherwise 
would be. 
Presuming that one wishes 
to cool a hot dish 
in 
a 
hurry, 
it 
will 
be 
found 
that 
if the 
dish 
be 
placed in a vessel of cold salty water it 
will cool far more rapidly than if it stood 
in water tree from salt. 
I think these 
hints of mine are almost sufficient for the 
present occasion, for if I give more of them 
just now I am afraid I shall bore my pa­ 
tient readers.___________________ 


Sunflowers and H alarla. 
In a recent issue of the Russian medical 
journal, the Meditzina, a contributor em­ 
phatically draws attention to the common 
sunflower as an excellent and cheap sub­ 
stitute for quinine in the treatment of ma­ 
larial fevers of all possible forms. 
The 
remedy has been from time immemorial 
used for the purpose in the Russian, as 
well as Persian and Turkish popular med­ 
icine, and that mostly after the following 
plan : A flask is filled loosely with finely 
cut dry or recent flowers and stem, and 
then with vodka aqua vita:. 
The hermet­ 
ically-corked vessel is left to stand under 
sun rays, or at some warm place, for two 
or three days. 
The tincture is then ready 
for use and should be given as a small 
wineglassfnl three times a day. 
In recent 
cases complete and permanent cure ensues 
in from one to three days; in most ob­ 
stinate and inveterate, not later than a 
week. 
The remedy proved successful even 
in such cases where quinine and other 
anti-malarial 
means 
failed.— American

You will understand, my Effendi, 
that for a Mutessarif a fair and full price 
is not the hundredth part of the real value 
of the j pert?; moreover, even that 
price which he binds himself to pay he 
never pays. The piece of land which he 
chose uí ruine was about the third of my 
property, and the richest which I had. I 
accordingly sent back word to say that I 
required no money; that my land was not 
more than I could work, and that I re­ 
spectfully declined his kind offer.

On Sunday the father 
w ent to a drug store, bought a bottle of the 
soothing syrup and administered a dose to 
th e ch ild .' It immediately went to sleep 
and remained so until Monday morning, 
w hen it died. 
The Coroner found that the patent m edi­ 
cine contained nearly 40 per cent, liquid 
extract of opium. 
He also learned that five 
other families had lost a child each in the 
sam e way, in all six cases. The syrup has 
been secured by the Coroner. The direc­ 
tions order a teaspoonful every hour until 
th e child becomes quiet.
